Antiquity of Pulpits. 


The solemn reading off@ho law of Moses 
to the populace of Jerusalem must have 
been an impressive service, when "Esra 
the scribe stood upon a pulpit of wood 
which they had made for thd purpose.” — 
As. to its configuration we are not informed 
though it must havo been a spasious raised 
platform if the six persons named on one 
sido of Ezra and the seven on the other 
were alvo upon it. Stono pulpits existed 


in some cathedrals, churches, and mons 
astic refectories, and one of iron is atated 


to be inthe “Galileo” at Durham. Ex- 
tries at Fqeter, 1818-25, relate to ma- 
terials ‘pro la pulpytte.“ but that wasa 
distinct building on the north ‘side of the 
church, for lectures and sermons, Qapi- 
tals and bases for the ambos at Westmin- 
ster woro paid for in 1852. Preaching 
appears to havo been a part of religious 
servicos from the earliest agos òf the church 
and the sermona were commonly delivered 
in the chancel in front of the alter. Ate 
later time they were addressed from the 
ambo, or reading-deek, in the nave, an 
innovation assigned to Chrysostom at 
In some churches the 
preacher used to sit and the 
to stand, and generally the lecture w 
more of the extemporo kind than now 
prevails. The orderly conduct of a- mod- 
ern congregation arises from the discipline

remarkable men who ever lived.— 
Philadelphia, the city where he 
ed’ his t fortune in business, Was 
the e of his munifioent bou 
at his death, and his name and mem- 
ory are well preserved in the Girard 


College, Girard avenue, Girard Bank, *

port and education of some five hun- 

red orphan and half-orphan boys are 

provided fér, there is a margle statue 
of Mr. Girard, which. represents him 
with exact fidelity to his appearance 
in life. He was of short stature, ta 
benevolent smile, and had a shrewd 
face. IIe wore ajarge peculiar coat, 
and his half was tied in à que. His 
whole lie was marked by eccentrici- 
ties Which, in no particular were ob- 
servable than in his occasional acts pf 
benevolence. 

In his office was a yous man as 
clerk, who attended to his duties very 
intelligently and faithfully. This had 
attrac o attention of- Mx Girar 
for nothing esotped him. One morn: 
ing he camo into the office, und call- 
ing the clerk, remarked : 

“Young man, I dreamed about you 
last night. 

“Dreamed ofme! returned theclerk 
in surprise: er 
“Yes; I saw. form and heard a 
voice. The form was your own, and 
the voice said: . 
his is your best clerk, but he 
should be a cooper. Merchants. fail, 
but coopers are always sure of a living 
by their trade. So you must leave 
mo and learn to be a first-rate cooper. 
I never go contrary to my droams,— 
They often tell me how to proceed.— 
I trust them as I do my own judg- 
ment, and obey them conscientiously. 
Go and get a place fo learn the trade 
of a cooper, and when you can—make 
a barrel come and see me again.” 

The clerk was, of course, greatl 
astonished. But he had no fear of toi 
and he knew that he would lose noth- 
ing, in any event, by falling in with 
the directions of Mr. Girard. 
cordingly, he settled up his affairs at 
the office, and in a few days engaged 
with Mr. Girard’s cooper to learn the 
trade. During a long period he kept 
steadily at work; and made excellent 


progress, 

eanwhile, Mr, Girard bad not for- 
gotten him. He often saw the young 
mens ais orae on bid wharves at 
work, and he always spoke encourag- 
ingly to him.
